Pasadena and for South Pasadena 
and Alhambra, which also use the 
local sewage disposal plant/' said 
Huls. 


"If 
such a district is proposed 


again, I think the supervisors will 
realize that the Pasadena plant 
should not be threatened with con 
demnation thru inclusion within the 
proposed district's boundaries." 


County Sanitation Engineer A. K 


Warren, who filed the boundaries for 
the district, and who sponsored the 
project; admitted that there is gen- 
eral opposition to the plan from all 
affected territory. It was upon his 
final recommendation that the pro- 
ject was abandoned. 


The plan called for the inclusion 


of the city farm in a district with 
Monterey Park, San Gabriel, Rose- 
mead, Glendora, Azusa, Covina anc 
El Monte to carry sewage from this 
district to the ocean. 


As a result of today's action, these 


cities must now work out their own 
separate sewage disposal problems 
Warren asserted. He declared that 
the county officials would welcome 
petitions for another district, pro- 
viding the territory has the full sup- 
port of its residents

The Dramatic Voice Comes Back— 


It is a pleasure to once more be able to hear the voices of 


such splendid actors as Hobart Bosworth, Lewis Stone, and 
those few men that have made successes so far in the speak- 
ing films. Years have added to these men, whitening the 
hair and drawing lines in the faces that not even grease 
paint can camouflage, but the fine timber of their voices 
seems unimpaired, and awakens memories of when the old 
theaters were crowded nightly to hear them declaim their 
lines.

real masters of that art,' like Eugene O'Neil, and a half 
dozen others, and these came to be a repertoire, played 
nightly everywhere in the country. A dozen or more com- 
panies played perhaps a half dozen plays in repertoire, a 
different play each night. They were tried and true produc- 
tions. Time had made them "sure-fire" with all American 
audiences. They were of the popular variety, but real art 
in that class.

The screen has always been up against the deadly diluting 


process that comes thru mass production. They have been 
obliged to turn out screen dramas in the same fashion that 
tomatoes are put in a can. With the perfection of the talking 
screen, there is much to be hoped for. The great speaking 
voices come back again. We are perhaps to see fewer pro- 
ductions and better ones. Let us hope for this, at all events.

State Board to 


Make Survey of 


Utility Rates 


LOCALS^ 


In an effort to determine whether 


existing rates charged by several 
large public utility companies in the 
state are excessive, an investigation 
is in progress under the direction of 
the California railroad commission,: 
It was announced at the commission 
offices in Los Angeles this week. 


Included in the investigation will 


bo the rates of the Southern Coun- 
ties Gas company, and tht Associat- 
ed Telephone company, both compan- 
ies serving the Covina valley area. 
Other companies included are the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric cor- 
poration, and two utility companies 
in the northern part of the state. 


It is declared in the reports fur- 


nished the commission that 
the 


Southern 
Counties' Gas 
company 


has been receiving a return of 13.6 
per cent and 18.78 per cent respec- 
tively in 1927 and 1928 on common 
sto^k, while the utility companies 
are supposed under commission rul- 
ings to earn but seven per cent. The 
excess as alleged is not revealed con- 
cerning the Associated Telephone 
company. 


On the grounds that the investiga- 


tion, if carefully conducted, will 
speak fo ritself, local officials of the 
companies declared this week that 
they would make no comment, but 
indicated that the utility companies 
would welcome and assist in the in- 
vestigation. It was pointed out that 
in many instances where investiga-( 
tions had been 'conducted for the 
purpose of lowering rates, the result 
had been to grant higher rates, con- 
forming to the investment. It is un- 
derstood that much of the pressure 
bringing about the investigation is 
coming from the farm bureaus of the 
state. 


Long distance telephone companies 


are not included in the investigation, 
altho it is declared that toll rates 
show a greater excessive disparity 
than in the case of locally operated 
ompanies.
